Pewos is heavier than you can bear? Do you 
ever feel that you can go no longer and that 
you are about to drop by the wayside? Some persons 
come to the place where they decide they can go no 
longer with Christ, so they return to their old life of 
sin. Many Christians never have the slightest thought 
of yielding to the devil, but there are times when 
others do. 

Sometime ago I was in a service in which the Chris- 
tians were giving their testimonies.

UPERCHARGED with wis- 
S dom, King Solomon an- 
nounced this unusual but 
extremely urgent statement: “Buy 
the truth, and sell it not; also 
wisdom, and _ instruction, and 
understanding” (Proverbs 23:23). 
The purchasing price of truth is 
not mentioned, but we must secure 
it at any cost. We cannot pay too 
dearly for it. Every available se- 
curing medium must be explored; 
we must either live with it or die 
for it. We are also invited to invest 
in wisdom, instruction, and under- 
standing. The ability to ascertain 
the genuineness and estimate, the 
real worth of anything is found in 
possessing the above mentioned 
qualities. 

Our scope of understanding and 
knowledge of truth cannot be limit- 
ed to the spiritual world, but it 
must extend into the fields of 
science, history, politics, English, 
math, biology, mechanics, and busi- 
ness administration. Erroneous 
teachings and mad _ conceptions 
plague these fields in much the 
same manner as wild doctrines and 


Scriptural misinterpretations have’ 


invaded the spiritual world. To 
learn what is truth in these areas, 
it becomes necessary to study under 
the leadership of qualified person- 
nel. Different schools of learning 
offer various visions of truth and 
thereby produce teaching material 
with contrasting theories of truth. 
This forces the sincere truth- 
searching student to seek individ- 
uals or teaching staffs with high 
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scholastical training and who are 
properly related to God, the foun- 
tain of truth, as sons and daughters 
by the new birth. 

The old adage states very un- 
wisely, “The best things in life are 
free.”’ Solomon bids us to buy truth, 
wisdom, instruction, and under- 
standing. To buy denotes an ex- 
penditure of funds and personal 
currency in order to get what you 
receive. What we now possess and 
own was purchased either by 
schooling or experience; both are 
very costly. In order to transact 
business, it will be necessary to 


_ attend an institution that markets 


the merchandise of truth and 
instructions. Careful selection, as 
I have mentioned before, must be 
observed in choosing a school with 
which to do business, for many 
institutions deal in perverted or 
distorted truth and understanding. 

Lee College is one establishment 
that deals exclusively in the dif- 
fusion of truth, both spiritual and 
secular. “It seeks to develop in its 
students a knowledge of and love 
for the Bible, literature, and the 
arts and sciences, that this knowl- 
edge may be used for the progress 
of man and the promotion of God’s 
kingdom.”

THE END OF TIME 


Text: “The day of the Lord will 
come ...,” 2 Peter 3:10. 


IME IS A period between 

} two eternities which is di- 
vided into seconds, minutes, 

hours, days, weeks, months, and 
years. In the beginning (of time) 
God created for six days, and on 
the seventh day He rested from all 
His labor. Some have supposed 
those days each to have been an 
undetermined period of perhaps 
several hundred years or more; 
however, the Bible is very clear that 
one day is twenty-four hours long. 
In Genesis 1:15 we are told that 
the evening and the morning are 
one day. Man was to work six days 
and the seventh day rest from all 
his labor. This is typical of the 
six thousand years we are to labor 
in righteousness, and in the seventh 
thousand, the Lord’s day, rest and 
enjoy the fruit of our labor. God 
told Adam that in the day he 
would eat of the forbidden fruit 
“thou shalt surely die.” In this 
statement we see a twofold death 
and a twofold day. The very 
twenty-four hour day he ate the 
fruit, he died a spiritual death, 
and was driven from the presence 
of God. In the Lord’s day, which 
is one thousand years, he died a 
physical death. No man has ever 
lived one day in the Lord’s sight. 
Revelation 1:10 does not refer to 
Sunday, the first day of the week, 
nor to Saturday, the old Jewish 
Sabbath. While John was in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s day he heard 
a voice behind him. He turned to 
see the voice that spoke to him. 
He saw seven golden candlesticks 
which are symbolic of the seven 
periods of the Church. While John’s 
body was lying on the Isle of Pat- 





mos, his spirit passed through the 
seven periods of the church, the 
tribulation, and out into the Lord’s 
day. 

To refer to Sunday, the first day 
of the week, or Saturday, the 
seventh day, as the Lord’s day is 
misleading. That no doubt is why 
the apostle said in the second chap- 
ter of 2 Thessalonians not to let 
man deceive you in believing that 
the day of the Lord is at hand. 
In this same chapter, he listed 
four great events which he said 
must come to pass before the day 
of the Lord can come. 

I. A great falling away 
II. He be taken out 
III. Antichrist and tribulation pe- 

riod 

IV. Christ coming in glory 
“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day SHALL NOT 
come, except there come a falling

away first ...” In the last few 
years almost all churches, though 
they have increased in wealth and 
membership, have become luke- 
warm and have lost their zeal and 
spirituality. Jesus said, “While the 
bridegroom tarried,.they all slum- 
bered and slept.” The spirit of 
lethargy has seized the minds of 
many; they are spiritually uncon- 
scious, singing, praying, and testi- 
fying in their sleep. John in Rev- 
elation 17, speaking of false reli- 
gion in the last days, said that 
they “have been made drunk with 
the wine of her fornication.” This 
is a time of giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits and doctrines of 
devils. 


This falling away should not dis- 
courage us; rather, it should en- 
courage us. Not that we want any 
one to be lost, but this falling away 
is a sign that the day of the Lord 
is at hand. 


HE BE TAKEN OUT 


This he to be taken out of the 
way does not refer to the Holy 
Ghost. Many will receive the Holy 
Ghost after the rapture and during 
the great tribulation period. 

The he to be taken out is not 
one person, but many so unified 
in faith and doctrine that they 
stand together as one man. 

Paul tells us in Ephesians 4:11 
that God has given five ranks of 
the ministry for the purpose of 
bringing the saints to the unity of 
the faith unto a perfect man, Rev- 
elation 12:15 speaks of a woman, 
symbolic of the Church, who will 
produce a man that is to be caught 
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up to meet the Lord. A rod of iron 
is to be given him that he may rule 
the nations. In Revelation 2:26, 27 
is a message directed to the gen- 
eral Church, “TO HIM [that over- 
cometh] will I give power over the 
nations: And he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron.” This is the 
rapture! 


THE ANTICHRIST 


“And then shall the wicked one 
be revealed.” The antichrist and 
the great tribulation period will 
come immediately after the rap- 
ture. The Jews will receive him as 
their Messiah. Jesus said in John 
5:43, “I am come in my Father’s 
name and ye receive me not: if 
another shall come in his own 
name, him ye will receive.” 

The antichrist will control the 
military forces, and men will cry, 
“Who can make war with him?” 
He also will control religion; he will 
sit down in the Temple of God and 
demand worship. 


THE COMING OF JESUS 


The coming of Jesus referred to 
here is not the rapture; at this 
coming He will be on the clouds 
with power and great glory. This 
will be at the end of the seven 
years’ tribulation and at the begin- 
ning of the Lord’s day. 

The total period of time of the 
Church seems to be a great mystery 
to many. Our teachers told us that 
it could be thousands of years. ‘“‘The 
Church,” they said, “is to fill the 
gap between the dispersion and the 
regathering of the Jews, and just 
how long that is no one knows.” 
The Bible plainly teaches us both 
in the Old and New Testaments 
that it is to be two thousand years 
with man but only two days with 
the Lord. God said, “I will go and 
return to my place, till they ac- 
knowledge their offence, and seek 
my face: in their affliction [tri- 
bulation] they will seek me early” 
(Hosea 5:15). “Come, and let us 
[Israel] return unto the Lord: for 
he hath torn [scattered], and he 
will heal us; he hath smitten, and 
he will bind us up. After two days 
will he revive us: in the third 
day [millennium] he will raise us 
up, and we shall live in his sight” 
(Hosea 6:1-3). 
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The first two days from Adam 
to Moses were two thousand years 
of the law of conscience. The next 
two days from Moses to Christ were 
two thousand years of written law. 
The next two days from Christ to 
the millennium is to be two thou- 
sand years of grace and the Holy 
Ghost. In Acts 2:17, Peter said: 
“And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh.” 
In verse twenty, he tells of the 
great tribulation period in which 
the sun shall be turned into black- 
ness and the moon to blood and 
that, he said, before the day of 
the Lord comes. This is no attempt 
to set a date for the coming of 
Jesus; that has already been done. 
The Father has not only set the 
day; He has also set the hour 
(Matthew 24:43; Acts 17:31). 

When the clock ticked out the 
first six days, the next tick of the 
clock the Sabbath began. When 
six thousand years are fulfilled, 
the seventh thousand year, the 
Lord’s day, will start. In 2 Peter 
3:8 the apostle spoke about the 
signs of the last days and how 
that we may know the coming of 
Jesus is near: “But, beloved, be 
not ignorant of this one thing, 
that one day is with the Lord as 
a thousand years, and a thou- 
Sand years as one day.” It was four 
thousand years from Adam to 
Christ. According to our calendar 
it has been one thousand nine 
hundred sixty years since Christ. 





This is a total of five thousand nine 
hundred sixty years since the be- 
ginning of the marking of time. If 
our calendar were accurate, which 
we know it is not, we would have 
only forty more years until the 
Lord’s day. According to the best 
records, there is a variation in dates 
of from three to eight years and 
perhaps even more. The discrepancy 
in the reckoning of time is due to 
the destruction of Jerusalem by 
Titus which happened about seven- 
ty years after Christ. At this time 
the genealogical records were de- 
stroyed; therefore, the exact date 
of Christ’s birth is uncertain. This 
discrepancy in years is in our favor 
because it brings us even nearer 
the day of the Lord. Our date might 
be 1970 or even 1980. But supposing 
it is, as the calendar reads, 1960; 
it would be only forty more cal- 
endar years until the Lord’s day. 
The rapture will take place seven 
calendar years before the millen- 
nium; this would leave only thirty- 
three more years until the rapture. 
If our date were 1980, it would be 
only twenty more years until the 
Lord’s day and only thirteen more 
years until the rapture. 

The Lord’s day is a period of one 
thousand years with peace on earth 
and good will to men. This will end 
seven thousand years of time for 
man but only seven days or one 
week with God. This will be the end 
of marking) time and the begin- 
ning of the golden age called 
ETERNITY. 





A YOUNG woman

Salvador, we could see the brethren 
busy at work with the last minute 
preparations.

The day services were dedicated 
to instruction. In the mornings and 
afternoons the delegates went to 
classes in specially prepared places.

The 
classes included ministerial in- 
struction, instruction for Ladies’ 
Willing Workers’ Band leaders, in- 
structions for leaders of the Sun- 
day School and Youth Department, 
and a special class for local church 
officials. After the classes every- 
one came together in the audi- 
torium for a general class. Brother 
Hargrave was at his best in the 
three classes on the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. How our souls thrilled 
as he opened anew the Holy Word,

IN 1947 A married 
couple came to my revival meeting 
at Schorndorf, Germany, and both 
were wonderfully saved and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, However, the 
wife of Brother Nothdurft was a 
French citizen and her heart and 
longing was to go back to the land 


of her fathers. They went to Elsass 
Lorraine, France. They had a long- 
ing that in this country also the 
full gospel would be preached.

me to come and visit them and 
begged me to come over and help 
them. From that time on we had 
regular services in Colmar, which 
is the fourth largest town of Elsass 
Lorraine. 


A lady who came to our meetings 
invited us to build a meeting hall 
in her house. This house is only 
one block from the great Roman 
Catholic cathedral of Colmar. Aft- 
er studying the possibilities of con- 
structing a meeting hall, I made 
plans to build a fine meeting place 
in that house. So far we have spent 
over $6,500, and in a few weeks we

HE WINTER OF 1945-46 was 

] an exceptionally rugged one 
where we lived at the time 

this song was written. For about 
nine weeks we had been completely 
snowed in, with no possible chance 
of even having services in the little 
church we pastored. With perhaps 
one exception, all the members and 
friends of the church lived on 
farms or in nearby towns. This 
of course made the winter seem 
so long, and when the roads were 
opened and the snow began to melt 
in the spring, we were especially 
glad to be able to have regular 
services. At about this same time 
we felt very fortunate to receive 
a letter from friends in the Ca- 
nadian Bible School, saying they 
would be passing through our town 
with a party of musicians and min- 
isters, and would be glad to spend 
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a Sunday evening with us. It 
seemed to me just what we needed 
to boost our morale and interest 
at the church. 

We hurriedly advertised the 
meeting and made preparations to 
entertain the visitors. The night 
before they arrived, our oldest boy, 
four years old, became ill. We put 
him to bed and thought surely he 
would be all right by morning. 

The next day I was very busy, 
as I had around thirty persons for 
dinner, and the house was full of 
visitors. When we began to get 
ready to go to the church, I realized 
our boy was much worse than I 
had thought. He had been so quiet 
during all the commotion, and had 
not called for me, so I had just 


assumed he was better. Instead, I 
found he had a high temperature 
and was almost delirious. I re- 
mained at home while the others 
went on to the service. By the time 
they returned later in the evening, 
I was very worried and we called 
some of them in to pray. 

For several days we never left 
his bedside, taking turns sitting be- 
side him. He just seemed to grow 
worse, and the fever mounted 
higher until it reached 105 degrees. 
I knew he could not live if he 
remained in that condition. The 
only doctor we knew lived in the 
next town, and when my husband 
contacted him, he himself was in 
bed sick. 

That same night, as I was sitting 
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by his bed, I opened my Bible and 
asked the Lord to give me some 
word of hope, or let me know in 
some way whether or not my boy 
would live. My eyes fell on a pas- 


sage of Scripture in the Old Testa-~, 


ment, and my first impulse was to 
turn quickly to the New, as I 
thought surely there is more about 
healing in the Gospels. But sudden- 
ly a verse seemed to stand out 
above all the others. I read it again 
and again. “I have heard thy 
prayer, I have seen thy tears: be- 
hold, I will heal thee,” 2 Kings 
20:5. That was all I needed. I closed 
the Bible and breathed a prayer 
of thankfulness to God. My faith 
was sorely tried after this, as he 
seemed to grow worse, but I clung 
to the Scripture I felt the Lord 
had given me. 

The next day the doctor came 
and advised us to rush him to the 
hospital, fifty miles away. He later 
told a neighbor of ours, “I don’t 
think Brostrom’s little boy is going 
to make it.” It was a cold, dreary 
day, and rain began to fall in a 
drizzle. We sent a telegram to the 
Bible school at Lemmon, South Da- 
kota; we called relatives; and 
Brother Brostrom drove thirteen 
miles in the country to get some 


of the church members to come 
and help us pray. 

All this time I told no one of 
my assurance from the Word of 
God, and as Dennis grew worse, 
I felt a strange calm in my soul. 
At noon that same day he suddenly 
began to improve. His temperature 
dropped from 105 to 99 degrees. 
My husband had gone to the next 
town for medicine but by the time 
he returned, Dennis was healed and 
we did not need the prescription. 

Later that afternoon I began to 
think of the wonderful way the 
Lord had led us, step by step, 
through each day of the trial. 1 
could plainly see the pattern He 
had woven so miraculously and so 
wonderfully for us, until now the 
picture was complete. I thanked 
God, and prayed, “Oh, that we 
might always be led by His Spirit, 
and that we might be willing to 
just let Him lead. I sat down and 
began playing the piano, and this 
song just seemed to roll out. 

Even today, after several years 
have gone by, I can still feel the 
blessings and the victory of that 
day. As the last verse of the song 
says, “When life’s day is nearly 
done, at the setting of the sun, 
He will lead.” That is our assurance.

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/ Total 260,000 Berliners at 
Graham Rallies 


BERLIN (EP)—Sixty thousand 
citizens of this divided city turned 
out for the final rally of the week- 
long “Crusade for Christ” con- 
ducted in West Berlin by Ameri- 
can Evangelist Billy Graham. This 
brought to 260,000 the total at- 
tendance at the Berlin rallies. It 
increased to 700,000 the number of 
persons who have attended his 
meetings in other German cities 
as well as here. 

At the closing rally the crowd, 
gathered within hearing distance 
of the East Berlin border, sang the 
famous Lutheran hymn, “A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God.” 

Said Dr. Graham: “We stand 
here at the crossroads of two 
worlds which divide the whole 
globe. But here in Berlin lies the 
decision on war or peace.” 


East Berlin Communists kept up 
throughout the week their efforts to 
bar East Berliners from attending 
the rallies by blocking all nearby 
crossing points. They also con- 
fiscated all evangelistic literature 
distributed during the rallies which 
they found on the East Berliners 
who managed to evade the Com- 
munist border guards. 


_The Red press meanwhile con- 
tinued attacking Dr. Graham as an 
“anti-Communist warmonger.” 
They assailed the Evangelical 
Church of Berlin and Brandenburg 
for permitting and supporting the 
evangelist’s “provocative appear- 
ance” here. 


Philadelphians Stage 
Christian Witness Parade 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. (EP)—Be- 
neath flamboyant f and ban- 
ners, marching to the tune of “On- 
ward Christian Soldiers,” some 10,- 
000 persons passed through the 
streets of this city’s first Christian 
Witness Parade sponsored by the 
Philadelphia Area Sunday School 
Association and other church 


groups. 
Colorful floats, arm bands and 


other artful designs carried the 
message: “Vote for Sunday School.” 

Hundreds of decorated baby 
coaches and strollers symbolized 
the strength of the Christian fam- 
ily. A truck bore a sign saying: 
“Place Your Confidence in the 
Cross, not Canaveral.” A banner 
carried by two teen-age girls said: 
“God Said It, Jesus Did It, I Be- 
lieve It, That Settles It.” 

The Rev. Melvin M. Forney, 
parade chairman and president of 
the Pennsylvania and National 
Lord’s Day Alliance, said the pa- 
rade’s purpose was to show the 
power of Christianity to combat 
atheistic Communism and moral 
and spiritual decline.

—How is life under Communist 
rule? 

Some hint may be seen in the 
comment of a Chinese woman, 8 
months pregnant, who defected 
here from nearby Communist- 
ruled Amoy Island. 

The woman, who escaped in a 
sampan with her husband, was 
asked why she risked her life flee- 
ing here at this stage of her preg- 
nancy. 

Her answer: “I want to keep my 
own baby. This will be my fifth 
child. They (the Communists) 
have taken away all four children. 


I must keep this one to myself.” 
She told Dr. Roger Heald, from 
the Taiwan Sanitarium of the 
Seventh-Day Adventist Church: 
“We know this is the only way. ... 
If we were still in Amoy, the Com- 
munists would again take away our 
a 
The refugee charged that Com- 
munists seize all babies which 
reach the age of 8 months. From 
then on, she said, they are raised 
by the Communists in “commune 
nurseries.” 

Quemoy Island (also known as 
Kinmen Island) is so close to Amoy 
that I have studied Communist gun 
stations through binoculars here in 
a Chinese Nationalist Army post. 
Huge loudspeakers boom propa- 
ganda speeches across the slender 
straits, and all kinds of literature 
are sent toward Amoy and the 
mainland just behind it via bal- 
loons and floating capsules. (Mean- 
while, of course, Red propaganda 
is beamed back in this direction.) 

From time to time, I have been 
told, there are those who risk their 
lives in a desperate race to free- 
dom across the narrow waterway 
which is easily in range of Com- 
munist guns and under constant 
Red _ surveillance. Perhaps this 
woman’s testimony will indicate 
why they are willing to take the 
chance. —Larry Ward 


“Million More Unchurched 


Every Year 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (EP)— 
Dr. Donald L. Houser, Executive 


Secretary of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, told delegates 
to the denomination’s 22nd biennial 
convention here that “every year 
an additional one million persons 
are being added to the sixty-six 
million Americans who have no 
church home.”

One of my doctors told me 4 weeks 
ago that if God had not worked for 
me, I would not be here. He said 
he could only do what God let 
him do. 

I love the Lord with all of my 
heart and I will never finish 
—— Him for the way He has 

elped me. People everywhere were 
praying for me, and I appreciate 
every prayer.
